The question^ of a paid department 
hobUed up again last night at the 
regular co.uncil meeting, and it 
decided at least for the present to 
continue on the volunteer plan, al- 
though one extra man to do police 
and fire duty may be added. 


There is a fight on at present to 


•hav-e the insurance companies give 
new ratings- to about 200 cities in 
Indiana. Rushville is one of these 
cities, as is Connersville. The Con- 
ncrsville Commercial club has taken 
up the question and is working for 
a lower rate. The rate 
there is 


higher than in Husliville. 


Because of this- Rushville will 


wait and see whrff the future has in 
store in the way of. fire insurance 
rales. The City of 
Connersville 


spent about $20,000' installing mo- 
tor 
equipment and maintaining a 


paid department of ten men.

although the fire loss is greater. Us- 
ing this as an example the city- coun- 
cil decided that it would be bad bus- 
iness to do away with the volunteer 
company and install a paid depart- 
ment when there is no assurance 
from the insurance companies that 
the rate here will be either lowered 
or raised. 


Going on the theory that they had 


better leave well enough alone, 
at 


least for the present, the council de- 
cided to drop the matter of a paid 
company until the new adjustment in 
rates is made. The new rating is 
expected to be made before the first 
of the year and then the city will 
have something definite on which to.

Briefly- put, our belief in 


the divine--authorishp consists in 
this: God makes a man write what 
He wishes to be written; secondly 
He gives the writer an impulse to 
rcord certain matters; He suggests 
the contents of the revelation to the 
mind of the scribe. The writer may 
not at the time realize that he is in- 
spired. He may, as in the case of 
St. Luke, write what has been told 
him by others, not having been him- 
self an eyewitness of whnt he re- 
lates; 
thirdly, we claim that the 


Spirit of God assists the writer and 
keeps him from recording what is 
erroneous. At the same time we do

maintain a temperature about the 
bees of approximately 57° F. It the 
temperature in the hive is permit- 
ted to fall below this point, the bees 
proceed to generate heat by their 
own muscular activity. 
This :-is a 


strain upon their vitality which, of 


• course, increases v-as 
the outside 


temperature diminishes. Many:of the 
older bees succumb to it and 'even 
those that -survive...are. in ;>oor con- 
dition in the spring when the work 
of brood-rearing should^ begin. 


In generating this heat the bees 


form a cluster, those on the outside 
crowding together to prevent the es- 
cape of the heat that is generated 
within.

Rome.^Sept. 20 (By Mail)—The 


people of Ortona are 
confident

the final success of Italian arms and 
that their city by the sea is assured 
everlasting defense because a mir- 
aculous sign has come from 
St. 


Thomas through the cross on the 
Cathedral's eupolo. 


At midnight the seventeenth the 


lighthouse keeper saw a strange 
phenomenon. Luminous lights like 
stars appeared at each, r^int of the 
cross. About the cross was an 
aureole of lights in perfect order 
and shining like^ those lighted 
on 


feast days. 


The people were awakened tand 


stood spellbound, gazing,at the mir- 
acle. Others fell upon" their knees 
in the street crying out "A miracle, 
a miracle." For two hcurs the 
strange lights played 
about 
the 


Cross. The people of Ortona be- 
lieve in the miracle-working power 
of the apostle St. Thomas. 


Historians tell how in the most 


remote times St..Thomas gav« evi- 
dence of his protective interest. ,'On 
the 26fh oFJanuary in 1330'^dnnng 
a tempest; again in. Merch 


earthquake ruined the 
pity. This 


belief is strongly planted 
in 
the 


minds of the people for the reason 
that in the story of the bringing of 
the bones of.St. Thomas from the 
Island of Chios to Ortona on 'the 
Gth of September, 1258, '.he Orton- 
ese ship, during the voyage, was 
struck by a tempest which threaten- 
ed to sink the boat with its precious 
relies. The crew began to pray and 
the storm subsided, aftar the ap- 
pearance of a vivid light upon the 
top of the masts.- 


In this way were the sacred relics 


saved from going to the bottom of 
the Aegean sea. 
Eventually they 


were placed in the Cathedral which 
to this day is illuminated with the 
miraculous lighting of the cross in 
tunes of impending danger. 


By the less credulous the appear- 


ance of the light is explained on the 
theory of the electricity in metals.

I thoroughly, believe that 
there can be, and will be, but one 
course to pursue. That is to elect a 
Republican President and a Republi- 
can Congress. 


"The Republican party is the only 


one that policy and performance has 
proven adequate to meet such a sit- 
uation. Considered from every an-
